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Cliff face museum project scrapped after extra £15million ‘wake-up call’

A MULTI-MILLION pound pro¬ 
ject for a Thames Estuary muse¬ 
um on Southend seafront has 
been scrapped due to rising costs, 
Southend Council has revealed. 

The museum was intended to 
be built on the cliffs at Western 
Esplanade and called the Thames 
Estuary Experience. 

The council had estimated the 
project would cost £40million but a 
spokesman said that an independent 
review by architects had found that 
a building in that location would 
now cost around £5 5m. 

Hawkins Brown also confirmed 
that the existing museum plans 
“would not deliver what was 
required”. 

Cllr Lesley Salter described the 
£15m estimated cost increase as an 
“unpleasant but necessary wake-up 
call”. 

She said: “It demonstrated 
to us that we just cannot justify 
proceeding with this particular plan. 

“Our aspiration to provide a 
world-class museum in the town, 
showcasing the Thames Estuary’s 
rich heritage and contribution to 
the history of Britain, remains

unaltered. But not in this location 
and not with this price tag.” 

The cabinet member for culture 
said funding for the museum would 
have to be raised by a board of 
trustees. 

The museum is intended to house 
finds from the shipwreck of the 
London warship, which sunk near 
the current end of Southend Pier 
following an explosion in March 
1665. It would also contain arte¬ 
facts from the tomb of a Saxon 
king, dubbed the Prittlewell Prince, 
discovered after archaeologists 
excavated Priory Crescent in 2003.

Deputy council leader James 
Courtenay called for the museum 
to form part of the regeneration of 
Southend High Street. 

He said: “The proposed site on 
the cliffs has been around for a 
while now, but times have changed 
and so have the town’s priorities. 

“Personally, I would like to 
see the museum form part of the 
regeneration of our High Street, 
which is going to have to become a 
lot more mixed-use in future, rather 
than being so strongly dominat¬ 
ed by retail, which is increasingly 
becoming an online sector. 


“Diversifying the use of units 
on the High Street is a key feature 
of the council’s Southend Central 
Area Action Plan, so we already 
have policy in place that would 
support increased cultural use of 
the High Street.” 

An exhibition showcasing some 
artefacts from the London are on 
show at the town’s Central Museum 
until July. 

Cllr Courtenay added: “It is clear 
that we have a series of compelling 
stories to tell and anyone who has 
seen the current London Shipwreck 
exhibition in Central Museum will 
appreciate the quality of offer that 
we are capable of delivering. 

“We now need to review our 
options and come up with a solution 
that is right for the town, supports 
its economy and is financially 
sustainable.” 

The deputy leader of the Labour 
group on Southend Council, Cllr 
Anne Jones, told the YA she was 
delighted that the scheme had been 
shelved. 

She said: “I’m looking forward 
to engaging in dialogue and dis¬ 
cussion with residents and inter¬ 
est groups and ensuring that this 
heritage and legacy is properly 
honoured. It is imperative that the 
views of the public are considered.” 


Wards merry-go-round to provide mental health beds 


A CAMPAIGN group has 
expressed concern about plans that 
will lead to hospital wards being 
relocated across south Essex. 

At a full council meeting last 
week, Southend councillors sup¬ 
ported the investment of £1.5mil- 
lion into a new St Luke’s health 
centre on Pantile Avenue, Southend. 

Under NHS proposals to facil¬ 
itate the St Luke’s development, 
the Cumberlege Intermediate Care 


Centre (CICC) would be temporar¬ 
ily relocated to Rochford Hospital’s 
Maple Ward next Lebruary. 

To free up sufficient beds on 
Maple Ward, which cares for 
dementia sufferers, new patients 
will be treated at Thurrock Hospital. 

The plans will also see 16-20 extra 
adult mental health inpatient beds on 
the Basildon Hospital Mental Health 
Unit to tackle a rise in demand. 

The CICC provides rehabilita¬ 


tion services for older people and 
the Save Southend NHS campaign 
group has concerns about the plans 
to move this service to Rochford 
Hospital in a clinical setting. 

At the council meeting, councillors 
also supported NHS requests to defer 
public consultation on the plans. 

Save Southend NHS secretary, 
Mike Lieldhouse, backed a full 
consultation and said: “Rochford 
Hospital does not and cannot pro¬ 


vide the residential domestic setting 
which is currently a feature of CICC. 

“family and friends will visit peo¬ 
ple who are supposed to be on a 
pathway to return to their homes 
only to find that they are in a very 
different, inappropriate environment. 

“The NHS says these are tempo¬ 
rary moves but there’s no plan to 
bring these facilities back where 
they are needed.”

A CAMPAIGN has been launched to 
encourage parents to be aware of any 
signs that their child is involved in drug 
dealing and exploitation. 

Set up by Southend Council and 
Essex Police, the initiative asks parents: 
‘Who’s controlling your child?’ 

A council spokesman said it is in 
response to the issue of county line 
gangs using children to move drugs 
and money in and out of cities and 
large towns. 

Called #SeeTheSigns, the campaign 
also urges parents and carers to find out 
more about how these criminal groups 
operate. 

Cllr Helen Boyd, cabinet member 
for children and learning, said: “There 
is no one type of child that is being 
targeted, and this campaign highlights 
that fact that all parents need to be 
aware of this issue. 

“We hope that in giving parents as 
much information as we can about the 
issue, and its warning signs, as well as 
a supportive ear for anyone who has 
any concerns whatsoever, that we can 
protect our borough’s children. 


“I would like to firmly state that our 
professional specialist teams treat all 
children as victims first.” 

She called for anyone worried that 
their child is being exploited by gangs 
or at risk to call the council. 

The council said that children 
involved are more likely to say that they 
are “running a line” “going Cunch” or 
“Going O.T.”, which stands for over 


there, out there or outta town. 

Chief Inspector Neil Pudney, district 
commander for Southend, said: “Young 
people can fall into gang lifestyles in 
different ways but vigilant and loving 
parents can spot issues and get help 
before they develop. 

“Gangs recruit young people by 
portraying a glamorous lifestyle but the 
reality is far different; you will be at 


risk of serious injury, arrest or having 
to commit awful acts of violence. 

“It is not worth it and we won’t 
tolerate it in Essex.” 

Cllr Mark Flewitt, cabinet member 
for public protection, added: “Southend 
is facing the same issues as many other 
towns across the country, and is taking 
firm action. 

“Our highly trained specialists are 
working extremely closely with the 
police and other agencies to make 
Southend as difficult as we possibly 
can for these gangs to operate.”

Potential signs to look for of children 
in potential gang involvement include: 

• Persistently going missing from 
school or home and/or being found 
out-of-area. 

•Unexplained acquisition of money, 
clothes or mobile phones. 

•Excessive receipt of texts/phone 
calls and/or having multiple handsets. 

•Relationships with controlling/older 
individuals or groups. 

•Leaving home without explanation. 

• Suspicion of physical assault/ 
unexplained injuries. 


Moves to free up beds for mental health patients

A report produced earlier this month 
for Southend Council’s people’s scruti¬ 
ny committee, which referred the plans 
to full council, said work on the CICC 
to accommodate the St Luke’s GP health 
centre had been stopped due to “con¬ 
cerns for the safety of CICC patients”. 

It added that £1.5million NHS cash 
for the hub would be lost if temporary 
accommodation for the CICC was not 
found by February 25. 

The transfer of new patients from 
Maple Ward to Thurrock is set to begin 


straight away, with the extra adult men¬ 
tal health inpatient beds due to be availa¬ 
ble at Basildon at the start of December. 

The St Luke’s GP surgery has been 
operating out of a temporary building 
and its GP lead Sharon Hadley was 
delighted to see the development going 
ahead. 

She said: “We will be able to provide 
a better service for our patients in a 
modem environment. The new centre 
will provide a major boost to the area 
and open up further possibilities to 
support the health and wellbeing of the 


residents in St Luke’s.” 

Cllr Lesley Salter, cabinet member 
for healthy communities and wellbeing, 
added: “We are committed to supporting 
people in the community to keep them 
well, ensuring that wherever possible, 
they can live independent lives in their 
community. This is fantastic news for 
local NHS services and the population 
of St Luke’s who will benefit from the 
new health centre for many years.” 

Responding to the Save Southend 
NHS concerns, Cathy Gritzner, interim 
accountable officer for Southend CCG 


and Castle Point and Rochford CCG, 
said no decision on any permanent 
changes would be made until an 
engagement process is undertaken to 
understand the implications. 

She said: “These changes are 
temporary to ensure patients continue to 
receive safe, effective care. 

“Nearly £200,000 will be spent on 
reshaping Maple Ward so that it is 
wholly suited to being an intermediate 
care facility to provide a quality of 
accommodation that far exceeds the 
current environment in the CICC.”

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Myxomatosis found 
in hares for first time 


MYXOMATOSIS in hares has been 
recorded in Essex for the first time 

The disease, which is caused by the 
myxoma virus, was introduced into 
Australia in 1950 in an attempt to 
control the rabbit population. 

The disease first reached the UK 
in 1953, where it was originally 
considered an effective rabbit bio¬ 
control measure, before 99 per cent 
of rabbits were killed by the disease 
in just three years and the intentional 
introduction was banned. 

The disease is spread by direct contact 
with an infected animal or from biting 
insects and in rabbits they usually 
die within 14 days of contracting the 
disease, developing skin tumours, 
blindness, fatigue and fever. 

The myxomatosis virus is known for 
its ability to mutate from year to year. 

However, this is the first time it has 
ever mutated into another species. 

The last few weeks have seen several 
cases of hares suffering with the disease 
or found dead in Suffolk and Norfolk, 
but now the first case in Essex has been 
recorded, near Halstead. 

Darren Tansley, of Essex Wildlife 
Trust, said: “Hares have suffered from 
an 80 per cent decline since the late 
19th century and their population is not 
as robust as rabbits. 

“Over time many rabbits develop a 
resistance to the disease, however there 
won’t be any resistance in hares yet 
so this outbreak could be extremely 
detrimental.

“If you see a hare acting unusually or 
displaying any possible signs, please 
send your records to Essex Wildlife 
Trust on ecords@essexwt.org.uk, with 
a photo if possible, so the spread of this 
disease can be monitored”. 

Essex Wildlife Trust will send all of 
the records through to the University 
of East Anglia, which is leading the 


research on this subject. 

Hares can be identified from rabbits 
by their: 

• Longer ears with distinctive black- 
tips. 

• Considerably larger in size than 
rabbits, with long, powerful legs. 

• Golden-brown colouring with large 
golden eyes.

Council to take in three 
child refugees a year

A PLEDGE by Southend 
Council to give sanctuary to 
three child refugees a year was 
met with a round of applause in 
the council chamber. 

It was made at Full Council 
last week after a Syrian refugee, 
who lives in Southend, asked 
councillors to join the Our Turn 
refugee campaign, which calls 
on councils to take in three child 
refugees per year for the next 10 
years in a bid to bring 10,000 to 
the UK. 

She said: “I am a 15-year-old 
refugee from Aleppo in Syria 
and I have been welcomed and 
cared for in Southend over the 
last two years because of a 


decision made in this room not 
long before that. I cannot tell 
you how grateful I am for this 
welcome. 

“A little over three years ago, 
Alan Kurdi, a three-year-old 
Syrian refugee, drowned because 
he had no safe and legal route to 
sanctuary in Europe. The lives of 
more than 9,000 people fleeing 
war and persecution have been 
lost in the Mediterranean since 
that little boy’s death. 

“The Archdeacon of Southend, 
the Rabbi of the Southend and 
District Reform Synagogue, the 
Imam of the UKIM Southend 
Mosque, as well as 42 other 
leaders of faith have signed an 
open letter calling for this council 
to pledge to give sanctuary 
to three child refugees for the 


next ten years. Will you give 
your backing to this campaign, 
ensuring Southend’s reputation 
of being a compassionate and 
welcoming place continues to 
grow?” 

Cllr Helen Boyd, cabinet 
member for children and 
learning, told the council it will 
back the pledge if Government 
funds the campaign to bring 
10,000 child refugees to the UK. 

She said: “This scheme has 
seen increasing numbers of child 
refugees given a home and the 
regional approach was put in 
place with the full support of 
cabinet. 

“Not withstanding that existing 
commitment, we will support 
the campaign to give sanctuary 
to three child refugees per year.”

Work on 
potholes set to 
start very soon 

THERE have been several 
comments recently regarding 
the poor condition of the road 
surface on part of Orchard 
Grove within Eastwood. 

Certain individuals have 
taken to using this issue as 
a political football and com¬ 
mented that the road is becom¬ 
ing impassable (a gross exag¬ 
geration) and that the sitting 
councillors simply don’t care.

As an interim measure a 
large number of small potholes 
were filled during the summer 
with St Laurence Ward 
councillors being advised that 
full resurfacing work would

Whilst contractor problems 
have subsequently pushed the 
start date back by a few weeks, 
I am pleased to see that there 
are now roadworks information 
signs in place with a com¬ 
mencement date of 22/11/18. 

A letter updating those 
affected is due to be sent 
shortly. However, residents 
are more than welcome to 
contact us if they require any 
clarification.

Paddocks: where 
is the money 
coming from? 

CASTLE Point Labour has con¬ 
cerns about the way Castle Point 
Council is handling the proposed 
changes to the Paddocks. 

Minutes from the council’s 
agenda state that the Paddocks 
will cost £4.1 million to recon¬ 
figure or £4.3m to rebuild. 

What they do not comment 
on is the lack of spending on 
renovation and maintenance 
of the building they are 
responsible for. 

The council produced a 20-year 
plan to maintain the Paddocks. 

After spending public money to 
produce this report they promptly 
ignored it and allowed the hall to 
deteriorate. 

Given this lack of investment, 
and the poor condition parts of 
it are in, is it any surprise that 
the general public are not as 
keen to use the hall? 

Also, given that other venues 
in the area are available at a 
fraction of the price is it any 
wonder it is underutilised? 

We have concerns that prices 
charged for use of the Paddocks 
have been kept high. Investment 
in maintenance has been 
deliberately kept low. 

Now they are proposing to 
rebuild a hall on site at the cost 
of £4.3m. Graham Bracci, of 
Canvey’s Green Belt Campaign, 
points out that a similar hall in 
Wisbech was built for a quarter 
of this price. 

Castle Point Council has less 
than £6m in its reserves. 

We are reminded of the pre¬ 


vious council’s minutes on the 
Paddocks, where they clearly 
state: “the construction of a 
new community centre will be 
dependant on ‘enabling develop¬ 
ment’ on other parts of the site.” 

The council seems ambiguous 
about where the money will 
come from to improve the 
Paddocks. 

We strongly believe that the 
Paddocks and its grounds is 
a community site and should 
not become a commercial or 
residential area (which would 
mean a loss of green land or car 
parking). 

We do not want to see 
charges placed on car parking, 
in effect profiteering off the 
backs of the sick and elderly 
who use the health centre. 

If the council had invested 
in maintaining the Paddocks, 
it is more likely that the hall 
would be used more regularly, 
becoming profitable and 
contributing to public finances. 

Being one of the largest halls 
in the area it is easy to see how 
it should be a desirable and well 
used venue for retirement parties 
and other celebratory functions. 

A great number of islanders 
are getting involved in the Save 
the Paddocks Campaign. We 
hope the council will listen 
to them and make the right 
choices.

Scenic and Koleos take it easy

LIFE is about to get easier for buyers 
interested in the Renault Scenic, Grand 
Scenic and Koleos models as the 
French maker simplifies the number 
of available trim and power options. 

In an extension of the EasyLife 
initiative first seen on the Clio, Captur 
and Megane ranges, the number of 
variants on the Scenic and Grand 
Scenic has been reduced from four to 
three while only two variations on the 
Koleos theme will be available. 

Entry level versions of the Scenic 
and Grand Scenic are badged as 
Play models - replacing the previous 
Expression^ - with mid-range models 
dubbed as Iconic and a high-spec 
Signature trim at the top of the range. 

Koleos now has a two-trim line-up, 
starting with Iconic and progressing 
to GT Line. 

The new Scenic and Grand Scenic 
Play models come with extra 
technology over the previous entry 
level versions including rear parking 
sensors and smartphone replication via 
Apple CarPlay and Android Auto. 

The mid-point of the revised 
Scenic and Grand Scenic line-up is 


the Iconic trim, which is similar to 
the Dynamique Nav of the previous 
range and offers front and rear parking 
sensors, tinted windows, a sliding 
centre console which includes two 


USB ports, a 12V socket and AUX 
input for rear passengers and a seven 
inch touch screen with DAB radio and 
satnav plus smartphone functionality 
and voice control. 


The top of the range Signature spec 
replaces the Dynamique S Nav and 
has a bigger touchscreen, panoramic 
sunroof and leather upholstery. 

The EasyLife philosophy has also 


been applied to the choice of engines 
with just two power units on offer

ERIK Lamela provided 
the only goal of the game 
as Spurs edged out West 
Ham in a competitive 
but often scrappy 
London derby. 

Ahead of what is 
always an eagerly anticipated 
clash, Hammers manager Manuel 
Pellegrini recognised the size of the 
task ahead, explaining: “They are 
one of the strongest teams in the 
Premier League.” 

Meanwhile, the respect was clearly 
mutual, with Spurs chief, Mauricio 
Pochettino, adding: “We’re going 
to face a team that is in a very good 
shape, with a fantastic manager.” 

Marko Amautovic almost gave 
Hammers fans something to 
shout about, firing low at Hugo 
Lloris, while Moussa Sissoko’s 
speculative effort was deflected 
over as Spurs swiftly responded. 

Issa Diop produced a timely chal¬ 
lenge to prevent Harry Kane from 
handing Spurs the advantage, then 
Toby Alderweireld intervened after 
Robert Snodgrass fired goalwards. 

But whilst the tempo to the match 
was high, the quality was lacking 
during a frenetic, scrappy, opening. 

West Ham were dealt a blow when 
Andriy Yarmolenko was carried 
from the field, his place taken by 
Grady Diangana. But the Hammers’ 
troubles deepened shortly before 
the break as Lamela’s near-post 
glancing header from Sissoko’s 
centre deceived Lukasz Pabianski, 
handing Spurs a precious lead. 

Lloris twice brilliantly denied 
Arnautovic, firstly, diving 
full-length to tip over the 
Austrian’s header, then turning 
aside his scuffed low drive as West 
Ham started the second period with 
greater intent. 

There appeared to be a little fire 
in the bellies of the West Ham 
players, who were now snapping 
and snarling in a manner expected 
on such an occasion. 

However, their steely approach 
continued to lack the flair and skill 


required to make an impact as both 
Noble and Amautovic picked up 
cautions, while Michail Antonio 
appeared laboured after replacing 
Noble with 20 minutes remaining. 

Javier Hernandez seemed to 
have made a difference, but his 
celebration was cut short as his 
close-range strike was mled offside. 

In stoppage time, Lloris raced 
from his line to thwart Amautovic, 
while Antonio blasted over as the 
Hammers’ efforts to salvage the 
contest became more desperate. 

But this proved to be another 
frustrating afternoon for the east 
Londoners, who were beaten for 
the sixth time this season. 

As for Spurs, they maintained 
their best-ever start to a Premier 
League campaign. 


After the game, Pellegrini said: 
“They created one chance and they 
scored - we had a couple and 
didn’t. In the second 45 minutes, 
there was just one team in the 
game, us. 

“We dominated, had the 
possession, created chances, played 
most of the game in their third, but 
in this game, you must score.” 

Spurs boss Pochettino was 
delighted to see his side pick up 
their seventh Premier League 
victory of the season. 

“I thought in the first half we 
were better than West Ham,” he 
said. 

“An amazing victory for us and 
three points that keep us in a very 
good position.”
